Senator Johnson Demands Soldiers 
Brought Home From War Zone 
105,752 U.S. Men in Hospitals of 


England and France January 9 


Washington.—On the day that the 
armistice was signed the American 
Army on the western front was sec- 
ond in strength only to that of 
France itself. Figures made public 
by General March showed that on 


November 11 the United States was 
represented on the western front by 
1,950,000 men. France, on Novem 
ber 1, the last date for which of 
ficial figures were available, had 
2,659,000. The British and the Por 
tuguese attached to the _ Britis] 
Army totaled 1,718,000, while the 
Belgian and Italian forces on the 
western front aggregated about 
200,000. 

These totals are all based upon 
what istermed the ‘‘ration strength.’ 
This includes every soldier who has 
to be fed, both combatants and the 
necessary medical and supply organi- 
zations. 

General March again gave com 
parative demobilization totals fo: 
the United States and British armies 
Up to January 24 the United State: 
had actually discharged 57,366 officer: 
and 858,117 men. The British or 
January 11 had discharged 12,75: 
officers and 611,950 men. The tota 
ordered for discharge in this country 
now is 1,300,900. 

General March announced that pun 
ishments of war-time severity fo: 
military offenders in the United 
States have been stopped by the Wai 
Department. From now on militar: 
offenses at home will be punished iv 
accordance with an order issued by 
the President before the war, which 
set out the maximum sentences which 
would be approved for military of 
fenses in time of peace. = 

The new order does not apply tc 
troops in France, Siberia or Italy, anc 
does not mean commutation of sen’ 
tences already imposed at home. 
General March said that men dis 
charged from the Army will be per 
mitted to retain the divisional insig 
nia which they wore while in service. 
A recent order of the department prc 
scribed that the wearing of these in 
signia would be permitted up to th 
date of discharge. So far as the mei 
remaining in the regular Army ar 
concerned, the regulations concerniny 
uniforms will be maintained and the) 
do not permit soldiers to wear insig 
nia of the divisions with which they 
formerly served.

“I am not concerned with the So 
viet: Government or any of the Czar- 
ist factions we have been backing in 
Russia,” Senator Johnson said. “My 
concern is for American boys drafted 
for war with Germany and after the 
conclusion of the war with Germany, 
sent to war with Russia. I want 
these American boys brought home at 
once. What a sad commentary it is 
in one column today to read of our 
great Jove for the Russians, and in 
the next of how we are shooting 
them te pieces. If our professions 
made since January, 1918, repeated:

-Washington.— An official report 
from General Pershing, made public 
by the War Department, shows that 
on January 9 there were 105,752 men 
of the American Army in hospitals 
in France and England, of whom 
72,612 were suffering from disease 
and 33,111. from wounds and other 
injuries. 

The report said that the number of 
hospital cases is steadily decreasing, 
there having been a reduction of more 
than 15,000 since the previous week. 
Deaths during the week preceding 
that covered by the report numbered 
561, of whom 280 died of disease and 
281 of wounds received before the 
armistice was signed. 

A complete and carefully checked 
list of men. still in the hospitals in 
France and England who were wound- 
ed before~ hostilities ceased. is now 
on its way by courier to the United 
States. It will furnish definite in- 
formation as to the nature of the 
injuries suffered by each man.

DEATH CLAIMS NOTED 
ORATOR AND: ATTORNEY 


Otto Irving Wise Passes Away of 
Influenza After Short Illness 


San Francisco.—Otto Irving Wise, 
lawyer and orator, died of influenza 
Thursday morning, January 23, in his 
apartment ih the Hotel St. Francis. 
He had been sick less than a week. 

Wise was a leader in the Jewish 
community in San Francisco. He was 
a brother of Rabbi Stephen S. Wise 
of New York, leader of the Zionist 


movement in the United States and 
founder of the Free Synagogue in 
New York city. During America’s 
nineteen months of war Wise was 
associated with many patriotic cam. 
paigns in this city. 

Out of respect for the memory of 
the lawyer, Federal, State and county 
courts in this city adjourned. Attor- 
ney Stanley Moore made a memorial 
address in Federal Judge Dooling’s 
court, and Charles Brennan was the 
speaker in Federal Judge Van Fleet’s 
court. 

Otte Irving Wise was born in Vi- 
enna December 6, 1871. When he was 
3 years of age his father, Dr. Aaron 
Wise, a noted Austrian rabbi, re 
moved with his family to the United 
States, settling in New York. 

Wise was a student at the College 
of the City of New York from 1885 
to 1887, and was graduated from 
New York University two years later. 
After practicing law a few years in 
New York he removed to San Fran. 
cisco. He married Miss Ethel A. 
Rosenthal of Baltimore, Md., in 1893. 

In San Francisco Wise at one time 
was a vice-president and _ genera) 
counsel of the Western States Life 
Insurance Company, and a director 
of the Alaska Salmon Company, the 
Western Bag Company, the Pacific 
Sanitary Manufacturing Company, the 
Pacific Porcelain Ware Company and 
the Federation of Jewish Charities. 

Wise was a Mason and a member 
of the Union League, Concordia, 
Press, Beresford, Olympic and Ar. 
gonaut %tlubs. He is survived by his 
widow. 

Wise was a law partner of Richard 
O'Connor. 


INFLUENZA TAKES 
SUDDEN TUMBLE 


Mask Proponents Lay Cause of 
Phenomenal Drop to Enforce- 
ment of Law 


San Francisco.—The influenza flare 
up has subsided to bout normal. 
The first big drop was on January 18, 
which was previous to the enforce 
ment of the mask ordinance. Many 
claim the fall-off is due to the rains. 
After each rain since the “flu” first 
broke out here last fall the number 
of cases published showed a decline. 

Some proponents of the mask look 
upon the sudden drop in the number 
of new cases as a demonstration of 
the correctness of their views. On 
the other hand, opponents of the 
mask express the view that its use 
and the drop in the number of cases 
reported merety happened to come at 
the same time. 

Dr. F. Holmes Smith of San Bruno, 
Health Officer of San Mateo county, 
points to the fact that in San Mateo 
county, where masks have not been 
required, the same phenomenal de 
cline in new cases has been reported 
as in San Francisco, where the police 
have vigilantiy enforced the mask or- 
dinance. 

“The mask may be efficacious when 
worn by a person just recovered from 
the influenze, as such a person car- 
ries germs in the mouth and nose,” 
said Dr. Smith. ‘A mask in a case 
like that prevents, to a certain ex- 
tent, that person from becoming a 
distributer of germs. But I am far 
from convinced that the mask, when 
worn by a healthy person, does any 
good, I have seen too many patients 
come down with the influenza who 
had religiously worn their masks. 

“I think the decline of the epi- 
demic'in San Francisco can be ex- 
plained by the statement that masks 
were required at the time when the 
epidemic had reached its peak, and 
under normal conditions would have 
declined anyway.”

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Washington.—Testifying before the 
Senate Committee investigating Ger- 
man propaganda, Archibald Stevenson, 
of the Military Intelligence Bureau, 
said that representatives of the Bol- 
shevik movement have organized So- 
viets in the industrial centers of this 
country, and tiat their plans contem- 
plate eventual seizure of the Govern- 
ment. 

Stevenson also said evidence exists 
that Germans in the United States 
have begun t-war propaganda 
with a view to exerting an influence 
to make the peace terms imposed on 
Germany less onerous. He called the 
committee’s attention to a _ recent 
editorial in the New York Staats 
Zeitung, which, he said, endeavored 
to convey the idea that American 
soldiers overseas had come to regard 
the Germans in a light other than 


More criticism of the gauze mask 
is contained in the last bulletin issued 
by the State Board of Health, which 
is just off the press. Dr. W. H. Kel- 
logg is outspoken in declaring that 
the mask is not efficacious. Some of 
his reasons follow: 

“Masks are worn on the street, 
where they are not necded, and are 
discarded in offices and homes, where 
they are needed. 

“Stockton is the only city where 
the mask has been worn consistently, 
and its record, when compared with 
that of Boston, where masks were not 
worn, is a strong argument against 
the mask. 

“In San Francisco Hospital, where 
all nurses were masked at all times 
under strict regulation, the percentage 
of nurses infected was 78 per cent. 

“The majority of the masks worn 
are not properly made and have no 
value whatever, many of them afford- 
ing nothing more than a comfortable 
feeling of security to the wearer. 

“The health records in San Fran- 
cisco are not accurate in the number 
of cases. Physicians have stretched 
points in diagnosing against influ- 
enza when the epidemic is on the 
wane and on the other side of the 
ledger when the Health Officer was 
demanding masks.”

Before acting on this 
bill the House had passed a similar 
measure of its own granting’ the 
pension by a vote of 250 against 9.

New York.—Ending of the three 
months’ strike of 55,000 garment 
workers engaged in making men’s 
and boys’ clothing, and the granting 
of a forty-four-hour week, was an- 
nounced January 22 at the headquar- 
ters of the Amalgamated Garment 
Workers of America. Meanwhile the 
strike of 35,000 ladies’ waist and 
dress makers, who also. demand a 
forty-four-hour week, is still in prog- 
Tess. 


Paris.—The French League of Rights 
of Women has sent to the French 
Parliament a proclamation demanding 
that French women be given the fran- 
chise. The proclamation declares that 
the right of women to vote is recog- 
nized in enemy and allied countries, 
and of the latter instances England 
and the United States.

San  Francisco.—Warehouse and 
Cereal Workers’ Union telegraphed to 
the executive committee of the Amert- 
can Federation of Labor for’ author- 
ity to eall a-- e to'enforce their 
demand for $4.50 a day.

Japanese Forecast Direful 
Race Trouble for the World | 
—Fear an Armed Collision | 


Belief that the next war will be/} 
the outcome of race prejudices is ex- 
pressed by Yukio Ozaki,. formerly 
minister of justice and a_ leading 
member of the constitutional party. 
Mr. Ozaki said that in his opinion the 
colored races, which steadily were de- 
veloping their civilization, would de- 
mand finally the same treatment as 
the white races, and that the result 
would be an armed collision. 

Mr. Ozaki recommended that Japan, 
acting on behalf of all Asiatic races, 
should introduce the racial and popu- 
lation questions for consideration and, 
if possible, secure a solution. In a 
country like Japan, where the popula- 
tion 1s increasing with alarming | 
rapidity, he said it was but natural 
that the surplus population should 
try to obtain gn outlet even by resort- 
ing to arms. From Japan's stand- 
point, said Mr. Ozaki, the racial or 
population questions were more im- 
portant than President Wilson’s 
“fourteen points,” as laid down for a 
basis for Germany’s surrender. These 
racial questions, h@ said, concerned 
the future of millions of souls in Asia. 

Mr. Ozaki warned the Japanese not 
to develop the German system of state 
organization, which In the war had 
proved to be a mere machine for de- 
stroying civilization and for tramp- 
ling under foot the rights of other na- 
tions and peoples. On the question 
of Japan’s occupation of the German | 


South Sea islands, Mr. Ozaki de- 
clared that the United States should 
dismantle her forts in the Philippines 
and Hawaii and that this would be 
more important for Japan than the 
taking over of the South Sea islands. 


Chinese Children Sold as 
Low as Twenty-Five Cents 
—Markets Found in Cities 


China’s appalling poverty is tradi- 
tlonal. The average man and woman 
goes through life with only an occa- 
Sional relief from the pangs of hun- 
ger, says Frederick Moore in World's 
Work. Tens of thousands of people 
‘die annually from etarvation. Moth- 
,ers in the poorer sections of every 
|town and village destroy female 
| babies because they are unable to 
| feed them. Sometimes the parents 
sell them into slavery or dishonor., In 
times of drought and famine a regu- 
lar traffic {s conducted in children 
generally by boat along-the canals 
and rivers. The price goes at times 
as low as 26 cents for a healthy child, 
nothing being paid for a sickly one. 
Under ordinary conditions a strong 
young girl will bring anywhere from 
ten to a hundred dollars or more. In 
ordinary times a regular practice of 
stealing children prevails in some re- 
gions. They are conveyed, generally 
in boats, to the large cities and sold 
privately,
